Vic - You asked about feeding your 20 M delta loop with ladder line for 
multiple band operation. If you add approximately 5 meters of ladder line 


to the 20 M loop the total length of line from one end of the feeder to the 
other will be 30 M. This should give you a relatively low impedance feed 
point on 30 M, 20 M, 15 M and 10 M. The radiation resistance will vary 

from about 50 Ohms on 30 M to 200 or so on 10 M. You can play with the 
length to get a better match. If you switch in about 2.5 to 3 M more of 
balanced feeder to make 35 to 36 M total length of wire in the system, you 
will get a relatively low impedance match on 12 and 17 M as well. The 
pattern will be perpendicular to the loop below 12 MHz, and par allele to 
the plane of the loop at 10 M. 


You can use this as a vertical antenna on 40 M and 80 M by tieing the 
feeder ends together and feeding it against a counterpoise, radials or good 
ground. You can even use it on 160 M as a Marconi antenna by feeding one 
end of the feeder against ground and letting the other end float. This will 
not be very efficient, even with a good ground, and the other end of the 
feeder will have a high voltage on it, but it will work. 


Like most multiband antennas this will benefit from the use of a well 
designed tuner. The excursions of the resistive and reactive components of 
the impedance of a delta loop are not as great as with a center fed wire so 
it is easier to match. 


I use a 30 M delta loop in a similar manner with good success. 
This is a good choice for a multiband antenna.

Hi Group! 


I was always meant to be an amateur radio operator, since I was a little 
"hamlet" back in Saukville, Wisconsin. My father was an unusual man, and 


my hero. One of his talents was that he could fix ANYTHING. He did it 
almost by magic. It started with calculators from his coworkers, then 
copiers, televisions, radios, computers and vehicles. He designed and 
built, from scratch, go-carts. I honestly drove by myself for the first 
time at age 3. I never stopped riding, building, fixing and enjoying 
ANYTHING with a motor. I raced motorcross and snowmobiles and rebuilt my 
first engine at age 13. When I was 15 my father and I had a project 
rebuilding the engine and body on a 1965 Chevy Malibu. "Three on the 
tree", a 305 and one mother of a holly carb. It was my dream car. I 
rolled it over seven months later. My nickname has been Flip ever since. 


As I grew up, I helped my dad with all his projects. I learned how to 
weld at age 9. My father had a love of electronics as well, and many of 
our projects were electronic. I learned how to spot problems on circuit 
boards and troubleshoot all kinds of equipment. In my early teens, my 
father got my brother and I into STEREOS. Disco was big...BASS was 
everything. Quadrophonic was a standard. I had six floor speakers in my 
bedroom..attached to the biggest, baddest stereo any kid could have dreamed 
of! I quickly learned that I could project my own voice and guitar music 
over those woofers! Wow! Suddenly I was the Disco DJ Queen of my own made 
up radio station....WLDD (We Love Disco Dancing!) Ok, so no one else could 
hear it.. I still had news, weather and the ocassional interview with well 
known oatmeal box drummer, Pete (ok, it was my baby brother, but he played 
a mean oatmeal box with the spoons, cats!!) 


I grew interested in radio. I listened to the BBC and far away AM 
stations until all hours of the night/morning. I had wires all over my 
room and hanging out of my windows. My mother shuddered, but Dick (my dad, 
we called him Dick and he is my natural father) stood by me. Even when I 
blew almost every lightbulb in the house when I turned up the volume on the 
Fifth Dimension's AQUARIUS, I didn't get in trouble. Dick said he knew 
those speakers were strong! 


Next, I wanted communications. So Dick went out and got my brother and me 
some walkie talkies. They pretty much sucked, but we loved them! We ran 
through tens of acres of woods whispering secret codes and, yes, even 
sending morse code to each other for an ENTIRE summer. But I wanted to 
talk further. Talk to someone besides my brother. CBs were next. Pete 
and I would get on our motorcycles and ride in opposite directions until we 
could barely hear each other. Oh, the fun we had. At the time, I didn't 
know what ham radio was, never heard of it. My dad told us that there were 
bigger, stronger radios, but you needed an expensive license to use them. 

I guess he didn't know. 


Even when I moved to Montana, I spent most of my time still listening to 
shortwave and AM. Until in 1993 I saw a tv report about "field day" here 
in Bozeman. Those old memories resurfaced. I WANTED it! I wanted it BAD! 
The next day, I was surprised to see the man they interviewed at field day 


walk into my office. I was his insurance agent at the time, but didn't 
recognize him on tv. I suddenly flooded him with questions and he told me 
about the No Code license and the Class the GHRC offered. His call was 
KC7BJW back then. Now he is AB7MV. He's always been Steve and he was my 
first contact on 2 meters a year later and a good friend. 


Now ham radio is more than just a hobby. I served as President of our 
club this year, entered many contests and teach (or try my best) at a 
middle school in Bozeman with several other hams. I am helping with the No 
Code Tech Class this February. I am very involved in emergency 
communications and even got to man the EOC during a recent fire. I am one 
of the net controls on a local 2 meter repeater net and the only net 
control of the GHRC 10 meter net which is currently occupying the 
southwestern-most part of Montana. (Tuesday Evenings at 0330 UTC around 
28.376, join in if you can hear us!!) I almost always have a ham radio 
on. I monitor my scanner constantly and spend at least a couple nights a 
week chasing these furry little critters with you all. During the day, 30 
or 40 meters is always buzzing cw as my background music. I've built 
receivers. I'm working on a transceiver, antennas and keys. It's amazing 
how much I've accomplished. Most of my building is by the seat of my 
pants. With no formal training, my skills are far less than efficient. 
But with the help of my ham friends, I usually finish them and I always 
have fun trying! 


I'm taking my Extra written this Saturday. The only reason I put it off, 
was because I wanted to pass my 20 wom code first. But I may not have the 
ambition to do that unless I'm under a bit of pressure. Passing my Extra 
written gives me one year to pass 20 wpm or I have to take it again. This 
strategy just might work. Wish me luck! 


In closing I'd like to tell you what has been the best part of becomming a 
ham: it has to be the friends I have made. All kinds of friends and each 
one unique and supportive. I have made friends from this QRP-L list too 
and enjoy every one of you. Here's to us hams, a friendly group who want 
to share it all with everyone who'll listen!!

One of my earliest memories (I must have been about 5) is of 
crouching behind a chair in the living room with a battery and a 
bulb from the kitchen drawer. I was tickled when I finally got 

the bulb to light, using a bent paper clip, I think. Shortly 
thereafter, I got my first taste of 110 VAC, by sticking a 

butter knife in a socket. I remember that vividly. I think 

at about that time, my mother realized she had trouble on her hands. 


I did receive a few experimentor's kits for Christmas and birthdays, 
but neither of my parents were interested in electronics, and I had 
no "elmer", so most of my efforts at building something that worked 
were unsuccessful. I did spend most of my time reading. We had a 
copy of "The Book of Knowledge", and old illustrated encyclopedia, 
and I used to pick a volume and read every article when I was home 
sick. 


At around age 7, our family moved from Washington, DC, to Melbourne, 
Australia, for three years. At school, I met a boy who had acquired 
from a surplus house, an old carbon microphone. He had added a battery 
and an old TV speaker, and had built his own PA system. Well, you 

can imagine the trouble we got into. We used to run zip cord around 
the house and "bug" various rooms. The other thing I remember from 
that time is a kids show on TV that involved kids my age running around 
the woods, solving crimes and using surplus military radios. I guess 
that was my introduction to surplus! I also remember having friends 
with one of those key and buzzer sets, and trying to find someone 
willing to be at the other end to send Morse to! 


When we moved back to the US, I was 11. We lived with my grandmother, 
in a house in the country. I remember getting a pair of Lafayette 
walkie-talkies for Christmas. I also remember that they were quite 
useless, unless I could convince my brother to use the other one. 

He wasn't very interested. They lasted, I think, until I opened 

them and started twiddling the cores in them. The next Christmas, 
asked for some that worked! I ended up with one Radio Shack 300 mw 
radio with no squelch and 3 crystal channels. Then, my father read 
the manual, and discovered that we needed a license for it. And that 
the license had to be in his name, because you couldn't have 

a CB license unless you were over 18. I couldn't understand what the 
problem was, but he didn't seem as excited as I was. At this time, 

I was also using my bedside AM radio to do a bit of BCB DXing. I 
remember hearing KDKA and knowing that it was the first broadcast 


station in the country. 


When I was around 13, I remember going to my grandmother's summer house 
and meeting my older cousin, who had a 5 watt CB and was into collecting 
CB QSL cards. He had gone out on the roof and jury rigged an antenna. 

He spent the whole summer playing with that radio (and was later to become 
a ham). This was the summer I plugged the headphones into the AC outlet. 
I think I was trying to make a series circuit of a crystal microphone, 
headphones and a power source (not understanding a lot back then). 


I continued to play with CBs, started listening to HF broadcasters, and 
started a radio club at school. Several of us actually contacted a real 
ham and tried to take our Novice code tests. I don't remember much, but 
I don't think any of us passed. We really had no support from older hams, 
and had no idea how to study the code. I kept messing around with 

radios and electronics, though. 


In college, I knew I wanted to major in Engineering, and by that time, 
I had discovered computers. One of the guys in the lab introduced me to 
RTTY. He had built a Baudot-to-ASCII converter, and I copied it, since 
I had assembled my own Teletype. We had a great time copying RTTY off 
the air, using the National HRO rig in the lab. I worked for the 
computing center, repairing the timesharing Teletype machines. 

There was a ham club at college, but I had not had a really stellar 
academic record in high school, so I made a conscious effort to stay 
away from hobbies and concentrated on getting good grades. 

Pretty mature, huh? Anyway, I made it out of school and landed a job 
with a computer company, designing a terminal. 


At this point, I didn't have any studying to do, was getting paid 

for having fun and decided it would be time to finally get my ham license. 
During one of my summers off, I had worked at a gas station (not a 

smart career choice). One night, a couple of cars with antennas pulled 
in. They were obviously together, and as they filled up, I checked 

out the radio gear. Converted mobile telephone rigs with lighted touch 
tone pads and big old Motorola control heads. Pretty neat, I thought. 

So, I called a friend, and talked him into signing up for the ham radio 
class I found in the paper. We both ended up getting our Novice licenses 
in the winter of 1978. 


I promptly ordered a Heathkit HW2036A 2-meter rig. While I was waiting 

for the next FCC exam in Boston, I built it and mounted it in my car. Then 

I drove into Boston to take the General class written exam. This was 

before question pools, so passing was not a certainty. I did, though, and used 
the rig on the way out, carefully appending the words "interim BS" to my 
callsign. I helped to start a ham club at work, and built the controller 

for our home-brew 2-meter repeater. I'm still the trustee, and helped 

another ham refine and produce the current controller. 


Ten years later, one of the guys at work loaned me his HF rig. I had owned 
an HF receiver since high school, but this was the first HF transceiver, and 
the first new, solid state, synthesized one. I remember "discovering" that 
my Technician license included HF CW privileges, and asked the rig's owner 
if he would listen for me on 10 meters one night. He agreed, and W1DHD was 
my first CW contact! I was hooked. This was a blast. So, I decided then 
and there, that I would upgrade to General, and started studying the code. 
It was a quiet winter, and my two children were out of diapers and not too 
much trouble, so I started practicing. It took me about 6 weeks. The first 
night after passing the code test, I went back downstairs to listen to W1AW 
(mostly out of habit). The 18 wpm bulletin was a cinch to copy. I made a 
snap decision to sign up for the Extra code test, figuring that, since I was 
clearly on a roll, I should set myself a goal. I had a week to study before 
the next test. I passed it. I'll always choose CW over voice on the HF bands, 
because it's such a gentle art. It's hard to explain the lure of CW, I just 
know that it feels right to sit down and communicate that way. 


I see ham radio as an amusement park, full of rides. I'll spend time on 

a ride until I'm tired of it, then go to another one. I haven't been on them 
all yet. When I get tired, I take a break. When I'm looking for excitement, 
I hop on a ride. Right now, I'm on the QRP ride, and the fun doesn't show 
any sign of ending!

Dean: 
Since both my sons went into computers instead of ham radio, I'm not sure how 
qualified my opinion may be. 


However, given the probable age of your son, I'd say take it slow. It is an age 
of constantly discovering new interests, and what is hot today, may be old news 
in a week or a month. Make him feel welcome in the shack, with suitable 
cautions, and if the interest stays, help but allow him to progress at his own 
pace. If he is really interested, at that age he will drive himself. (Were we 
all monomaniacs at one time?) 


I would suggest you don't follow the example of Clifton Webb in the old movie, 
Cheaper by the Dozen. Don't have him read or write little messages in code on 
paper. Try to keep any code learning or practice as an audio experience. It is 
a kind of "spoken" language, after all. 


As a side note, when my younger son got interested in electronics, around 7th 
grade or so, we built several of the old Radio Shack P-kits together. He also 
put most of my Heath HW-8 together, and still remembers that. You might check 
out some of the beginner kits that are often referenced here on 

QRP-L and have something you can reach for, in case he shows interest in 
building something.

Hi Gang, 


This is an update of my experience installing the LDG QRP autotuner = 
inside my Sierra w/KC-2. The KC-2 goes "nuts" with the 15 meter band = 
module. The SWR on my R7 during the tuning process must be significant 
enough to RESET the KC-2 back to its defaults. Not a nice feature!!!! = 
I solved the problem by placing a metalic shield completely around the = 
KC-2. I used a piece of small solder braid to ground the shield to the = 
chassis of the Sierra. 


The auto-tuner work just fine with the other band modules --- the KC2 = 
just didn't like all the stray RF during the tuning process. So if you = 
are planning to install a LDG auto-tuner inside your rig... you should = 


construct a shield for your KC-2. 


I have sent a sent of pictures of my installation to LDG Electronics -- = 
they will be posting them on their web page in the next few days... a = 
picture is worth a thousand words. (The pictures do not show the = 
shield on the KC2 -- I just finished fabricating it today).

FOX story from Bill, and listening around 7040. It's about 0300 UTC, and 
I start hearing a faint CW signal in the background form my rig as I 
write this. 

It's the S Beacon! I haven't heard it before, but the F Beacon is pretty 
loud here every morning. 


So what the heck is going on with my favorite band? Where is the 40m band 
I grew up with and cut my Novice teeth on? Yeah, I have my own tales of 
how I got started in ham radio, too. It's pretty much the same as some of 
the other posts on the subject. 


I got introduced to hamming by my dad, when he used to go into the little 
town where I grew up to get his TV fixed. W4SLF, Angelo worked in the 
back of the old 5&10 shop that brother and sister ran. You could just see 
him over all the old TV cabinets and benches that he worked on. I was in 
the 5th grade. 


So, my first project was a crystal radio using REAL Galena and a cat 
whisker for the detector. Even homemade the tuning caps from wax paper 
and aluminum foil. The plates were hinged on 4" pieces of Masonite so I 
could tune them. The inductor was the usual affair with enamel wire ona 
cardboard paper towel roll. I got the Galena crystal from Johnson Smith 
and Co. if any of you remeber their catalog. They used to advertise in 
the back of comic book magazines my grandmother would buy when we went 
grocery shopping for my mom. My grandma taught 5th grade, and I 
"car-pooled" along with her to avoid riding the bus. 


We would pick up bottles along the road and get the deposit money for 
them, which I used for my allowance. I later got catalogs from Allied 


Radio, Lafayette Radio, and Heathkit from Angelo, the TV repair guy. So 
my first 

commercial kit was a VTVM from Allied Radio. Then a SW receiver. Then one 
of the local hams became a silent key and my dad bought all his old gear 
for me. I got a tower, a 6m J-pole, 6m 5ele beam, rotor, a Globe Scout, 
and a 

Hammarlund HQ110. I started some serious CW training using Allied's LP 
recording of code groups, which I quickly memorized. 


It was enough to pass the 5 wpm test from my elmer, Angie, who 
administered the Novice exam for me. I got on the air, and quickly began 
to ragchew with other young hams on 40m. I built the Bare Essential 40m 1 
tube transmitter that was discussed earlier on this list. I strung wire 
antennas over nearly every sqaure foot of my mom and dad's back yard. 


After almost two years as a Novice, a friend from Orlando and I went to 
Tampa, Fla. to the Federal Building, and took the tests for Tech, 
General, and Advanced. I then bought a Heath SB101 on money I earned 
mowing lawns, and got into some serious DX chasing on 15m with the 2 
element Mosley beam that was built just for Novices. Later I got into 
some 6m DX and joined the 

civil defense net and used the Clegg 99'er provided by the county. 


Some of my friends in high school showed a little interest, but they 
never did anything with ham radio. I was the only kid in school that 
carried around and read an ARRL Handbook between classes. I took TV/Radio 
Electronics at the junior college in Avon Park, (SFIJC) during my junior 
and senior years at high school. I even put up a 40m dipole at the junior 
college to prove to my classmates that ham radio was real. Someone had 
donated an old SX-110 SW receiver, and I built a copy of the Bare 
Essentials transmitter at class using a crystal for 7171 khz. Everyone 
was amazed. Worked some ham in Pensacola during the break between class 
using a cheap hand key and an antenna held up on two 2x4's by some of the 
students! 


None of my friends ever got their license, and they usually referred to 
me as Marconi, or the radio kid. I didn't care. Hamming taught me much of 
what I wanted to know that school didn't provide. Yeah, I guess high 
school was pretty much a waste of time to me, and since their science 
classes were so out of date, I always aced them anyway. No challenge. 


I had the usual mail order habit for science labs and kits and parts from 
Allied and Lafayette. The UPS deliveryman got to know us personally. I 
used to have some of those little refund checks from Allied, but I can't 
find them anymore. 


Guess everybody has a similar story to relate. I hope I can recruit some 
youngster into hamming so the story continues for another person. It 


ain't a half bad hobby for anybody. It's getting someone to take interest 
that's the hard part. Today, there are so many things for kids to do, 
it's more difficult to persuade someone to take interest in something 
that requires a little effort. I think that's the big problem. Too many 
distractions and too little time for kids to 

participate. And the MTV sound-bite attention span of many of today's 
children doesn't help any. TV is pretty much a total loss. 


Oh My God! I've become an Old F--t just like the elmer that taught me! 
Good 
Grief! 


Hey, if everone calls CQ on 7040 khz every half hour or so, will any of 
us hear it? The band just has to be open to SOMEWHERE. For now, I'm off 
to check out 80m. The S beacon has faded into the noise now.

Bob: 

I have a 40m horizontal loop up on my roof. It is triangular in shape, with all 
three sides being close to equal. It runs from one roof peak to another, and 
then to a 15' mast. Feed is with 300 ohm twinlead to a balanced tuner made from 
an old push-pull tank circuit with B & W plug in coils. 


During the day, it is quite effective on high angle signals. At night, it isn't 
worth bothering with. 


My main antennas are a pair of 40m full wave diamond loops in phase, vertically 
polarized. During the day, it is a toss up between them and the roof top loop. 
At night, the diamonds walk off with the honors, due to lower angle signals. 
Moral: There is no single antenna that will do the job. The more antennas you 
have, the more options you have. On QRP, that's been real important for me. 


As others have said, Your mileage may vary.

To get a "commercial SW receiver that will also do a good job on the ham 
bands you will have to spend $600 up. It would be much cheaper to buy a $200 
SWL receiver AND a hamband only receiver. I would suggest any of the Drake 
receivers 2B, R4A, R4B, R4C as a low cost receiver ($90-$225) as a hamband 
receiver that can also with the addition of a crystal also receive just 
about any of the SW broadcast bands. Then later you can purchase any of the 
matching Drake transmitters and have a nice SSB/CW station at minimal cost. 
The Heath Kits will also do a good job on the ham bands but can't easily do 
the SW broadcast end. In a nut shell there are few receivers except the 
Drake that will do both well at a reasonable cost.

I would take any IF filter above any audio-chain filter, period. 


An IF filter will filter out a signal BEFORE it gets far into the receiver 


An audio filter will serve to clean up the mess said strong signal HAS 
caused. 


It is far better, IMHO, to have no mess in the first place. Better still 
is a combination of the two filtering techniques. 


Given the choice of ONE, it comes down to: 
How many different radios do you have which you'd like to filter? 
If the answer is ONE, get the IF xtal filter. 
If >1, get the DSP, because it's able to work on multiple rigs.

DSP audio filters suffer from one problem. They are outside the AGC loop. 
That means that a signal 2 kHz away will interfere with the signal you are 
trying to copy even though you can't directly hear it. I borrowed two DSP 
filters (W9GR and JPS NIR12) for several weeks and put them to the test 
before buying a new rig with a built-in DSP filter (TS570D). You can 
indeed get very good narrow bandwidth without ringing, and very steep 
skirts. Signals outside the passband just disappear, if they are not 
causing AGC pumping or overload or intermod, etc. 


In CW operation, most of the extras are just not very useful. Heterodyne 
cancellation always seems to cancel the signal you want to copy first. Of 
the two modes of noise reduction, spectral shaping can't do any better than 
you turning down the bandwidth, and correlation filtering sometimes helps 
if you can set the correlation interval short enough to trigger on code 
elements. 


I think that you first need to tighten the filtering as early in the 
receive chain as you can, consistent with reasonable group delay 
performance (ringing characteristics). This means add the IF crystal 
filter first, perhaps the 500 Hz, not the 150 Hz. Then augment this with 
DSP filtering. 


I have found that one of the key benefits of the DSP filter is to reduce 
the noise bandwidth of the receiver without destroying the intelligibility 
of the desired signal. This is how you get some of those extra weak foxes 
(like RST 229).

The question asked is "Is the DSP-9 as good as a 500Hz IF filter at being an 
IF filter?" The answer is no. I love DSP, but if it has to compete with an 
IF filter at doing the IF filter's job it will lose. 


On the other hand, if you reverse the question, "IS the IF filter as good as 
a DSP box at doing a DSP's job?" the answer is still no. A DSP filter can do 
noise reduction without bandwidth reduction, which an IF filter can't do. 
And if you ever want to run SSB, a DSP filter does instant heterodyne 
elimination which is impossible with an IF filter and a godsend when working 
a pileup. 


It's not a simple choice, but I think if I could only afford one, I'd go 
with the more flexible DSP which can solve a number of problems at once and 
put the IF filter on the list for when I could afford to spend the money to 


fix just one problem. But if the idea is to get the best 500Hz filter 
possible, then the IF filter is the only choice.

Not better, not the same. These 2 units work differently to try and 
accomplish the same goal. Yes, the notch filter is a must on SSB to 
knock out heterodynes, but any filtering in the IF is going to be more 
effective than in the audio stage. The sooner you can take the QRM out 
in the rcvr stages, the better. Audio is the last thing in the chain, 
therefore it is the greatest compromise. Every other preceding stage has 
been amplifying the offending signal, now at the end you are trying to 
remove it and not corrupt what you want to hear! That's a tall order! 
You do not see widespresd use of DSP in the IFs of commercial rigs, let 
alone ham gear; and that's because the cost effective technology is just 
not there yet. Soon, but not right now! A good filter in the IF is 
still preferable. Personally, I use both! The more options you have, 
the better off you are! I really like my DSP-9+, but I don't think I'd 
give up my IF filters for it.

Dave, you're comparing apples and oranges! You DEFINATELY need a 500Hz IF 
filter in the radio's IF stage before you want to use a DSP AUDIO filter.. 


If you were to use an audio flter and keep the IF at the usual SSB width, 
2.4kHz, your AGC will react to nearby strong signals that you don't want to 
hear on CW.. The audio filter would cut them out, but the desired signal 
will be very weak as the AGC pumps up from the stronger signals in that wide IF. 


First install a 500Hz IF filter, then add an audio filter!! Timewave will 
tell you that themselves... 

For excellent IF filters, check I.R.C.I., they have better filters at 
cheaper prices than the manufacturers! I use two in my TS-450s, and two 
friends have also got IRCI 400Hz and 250Hz filters in their TS-450's.. 

Their filters use hand-matched crystals, and have narrower skirts than most 
from the big manufacturers.. They advertise in all the ham magazines 
(International Radio and Computer Inc).. 


I DO have a Timewave DSP-59+, and I've used a DSP-9 at a big contest 


station here in Colorado.. They sure work 'magic' on noise, and make great 
narrow CW filters, after the radio's 500Hz filter is in.. They will bring a 
Signal right out of the audio noise so that you can copy it.. I took mine 


on a DX trip to Belize, and it allowed me to keep working the Europeans for 

an extra hour each morning, after I couldn't hear them without the DSP filter!!! 
The DSP-9 seems better suited to a multi-op contest operation, simpler to 

use when you need it quickly and aren't familiar with it.. But I like the 

DSP-59+ better at home, where I can get familiar with all it's features.. 
They DO cut out hetrodynes, but that mode is only useable when listening 

to voice signals.. If you turn it on with CW, it thinks each CW character 

is a new hetrodyne, and tries to elliminate it! I don't operate fone, so 

it's not useful for me.. 


The noise-reduction, and ability to be a very narrow CW filter are the 
best for me. Be aware that you have to 'key' the filter from your radio 
when you are on CW.. Otherwise your sidetone may not go through it! It 
requires a contact closure to gnd when you transmit, and that opens up the 
DSP filter width to allow your sidetone to pass.. I take mine from the 
amplifier keying relay contact in the TS-450s, and with my Ten Tec Scout I 
use a transistor to key it that I added inside the Scout.. 


I highly recommend the Timewave filters, but after installing a 500Hz IF filter!

Hi Roger, when you say "work" you probably know what you 
mean but everyone else might not. In general, using an 
80m whip with its high inductance/lossy coil on 80m is 
bad enough but using it on higher bands is asking for 
gross inefficiency. To minimize loading coil losses, 

the inductance of the coil should be minimized for the 
band in use. 


A magnetic mount does not have enough capacitance to 
the chassis on the lower bands. A grounding strap is 
necessary for maximum efficiency which requires 
exposed metal somewhere close to the mag mount. W8JI 
reports arcing between the mag mount and the car 
body on the lower bands. 


An autotuner is very convenient (I use one). But one 
must realize that an autotuner is less efficient than 
base-loading which is less efficient than center- 

loading which is less efficient than top-hat loading. 


80m mobile operation is extremely inefficient even 
with the best antenna configuration which is a 


top-loaded bugcatcher mounted directly to the body 
on top of a large vehicle and using as large a 
top-hat as possible. Any compromise from this 
configuration decreases the radiation efficiency 
which is a paltry 2% with a good bugcatcher on 
80m. An antenna with a coil 'Q' of 50, something 
like a hamstick, might have a radiation efficiency 
of 0.75% or less on 80m. I'm not familiar with a 
Valor 80m whip but I assume it is like a hamstick.
